I touch upon this phase of my 
subject with the greatest hesita- 
tion. It must be clearly under- 
stood that this is not an attack on 
religion or on any organized 
church, It has been my own faith 
that the greatest bulwark against 
the essentially pagan doctrines 
and institutions of modern social- 
ism would be the Christian 
churches, And I still believe that. 
It is for this reason that I now 
turn with much reluctance to a 
condition that has grown up, not 
in our Christian churches and

not in the hearts of our Christian 
preachers, but in a group of Chris- 
tian ministers and laymen which 
infects with the principles of radi- 
cal socialism the minds of many 
members of Christian churches in 
America. 


There is an organization known 


as the Federal Council of Church-_ 


es of Christ in America. Its con- 
stituent members are twenty-sev- 
en Protestant denominations in 
America. These 
represent 142,354 local congrega- 
tions with a membership of 
twenty-seven million Christian 
men, women, and youth. It is 
governed by about 450 represent- 
atives—delegates from the con- 
stituent denominations. But the 
actual directing body is an execu- 
tive committee of eighty members. 

The Council engages in many 
forms of religious activity and, I 
have no doubt, performs an ex- 
tensive service in its’ religious 
functions. However, there are a 
number of men powerful in di- 
recting its affairs who have been 
using its machinery to promote 
a Socialist revolution in America. 
In view of the criticism directed 
at the author because of this 
statement it is necessary to make 
it plain here that I am not at- 
tacking the Federal Council of

I have two verses of scripture. The first one is in Pro- 
verbs 28:13. “He that covereth his sins shall not prosper: 
but whoso confesseth and forsaketh them shall have mercy.” 
Cover your sins, and you will not prosper; confess it and 
forsake it and God will cleanse you from it. 


The second word is an awtul 
word. It is in First Chronicles 
2:7; “Achar, the _ troubler of 
Israel .. .” (It is spelled Achar 
here, but it is the same as Achan.) 
How would you like to have that 
name? Well, some of you have 
that name. Some of you won't 
believe it, and some of you won't 
admit it, but instead of calling you 
Achan, the troubler of Israel, 
they will say, ‘““He’s a trouble mak- 
er.” “She’s a trouble maker.” 
“That person is a headache.” Oh, 
the heartaches that those people 
have given to me. 

You need to know the story of 
Achan, don’t you? You will find 
the story of Achan in the seventh 
chapter of Joshua. What a trouble 
story it is about that man. You 
know, God intended to have his 
people have victory all of the time. 
They should never taste defeat. 
They should never know the sor- 
row of being routed by the enemy. 
They should have consistent and 
regular victory all of the time. 
God showed to them the kind of 
victory they were supposed to have. 
It was supposed to be in Him, and 
from Him. You remember how the 
children of Israel, when they first 
passed into the land of promise, 
came into the city of Jericho. 
They walked around that city 


once. The second day they march- 


ed around it once. The third day, 
fourth, fifth, sixth day, and then 
God said, “Now get up early on 
the seventh day because you are 
going to do a lot of marching to- 
day.” On the seventh day, they

what it is. It is Achan in the camp. 
That’s what it is—Achan in the 
camp. After Israel had won that 
glorious victory over the city of 
Jericho, they came to another 
city by the name of Ai, which 
means the city of sin. They were 
supposed to go up against the city 
of Ai. Joshua said, ‘‘Well, it. is 
a comparatively small city. We 
won’t need to send a whole force 
up.” So he just took up a small 
army of three thousand up against 
that city. When they went up 
against the city of Ai with those 
three thousand, they were pitifully 
defeated. Out of those three thou- 
sand who fled before the enemy, 
thirty-six were killed. All of 
Israel was brought into confusion, 
and the name of God was drag- 
ged to the ground. The people of 
the land said, ‘See, their God 
isn’t much of a God. He’s not so 
great. We can defeat their God, 
and we can defeat God’s people. 
There isn’t anything to it at all.” 

When the defeat had come, Josh- 
ua went before the Lord and said, 
“Lord, I don’t understand this. 
Tell me about it.’’ God said, ‘‘There 
is sin here and if I gave you vic- 
tory when there was sin you would 
think you could get away with it. 
I can’t give victory in an unclean 
camp. There must be _ holiness, 
righteousness and purity before 
me. You must get rid of your sin.”’ 
Let me tell you, my friends, God 
will never bless sin, and God will 
never bless the life that has sin 
in it, and God will never bless the 
home where sin reigns, When sin 
is taken away by the blood of 
Jesus, the blessing and spiritual 
prosperity can come. So God said, 
. “Call in the twelve tribes one by 
~ one.” They called them in, and God 
separated one tribe. “Now bring 
in that tribe family by family,’ 
and God selected one family. Then 
God said, ‘Now bring in that fam- 
ily household by household.” God 
put His hand on one household, 
and Joshua turned toward Achan 
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and said, “What did you do?” 
Achan said, “Oh, it wasn’t very 
much. Just a little trivial sort of 
a thing.” 

Why don’t more of us feel bad 
about little sins? It is the little 
foxes that eat the vines. It is the 
little sins that grow into big sins. 
It is the little cancer that becomes 
the big cancer. It is the spot on the 
lung that eventually kills the man 
with tuberculosis. It is just the 
little things that develop into the 
big things and result in the awful 
things I would to God that in 
your hearts and in my heart there 
would come conviction even over 
the little sins, and that we might 
get rid of them, lest we hinder 
the working of the spirit of Al- 
mighty God. 

Achan said, “I didn’t do very 
much. I was down there in the city 
of Jericho, and you know, we had 
been gone forty years in the wild- 
erness country, and we have no 
money. I. thought I would need 
some money, and I found some 
there, and I have it. Then there 
was a Babylonian garment down 
there that I thought my wife 
would like, and it was going to be 
burned in the fire anyhow, and 
I took that garment and I have 
it and a little gold, and buried 
it in my tent.” They went over 
there, and sure enough it was 
right there in the tent. They un- 
covered his sin, and he was judged 
and his family as well. When they 
got rid of their sin, they went up 
against that same city and God 
gave them a glorious victory. As 
you and I get rid of sin, God will 
give us victory, and when you 
and I hang on to sin, we cannot 
have the blessing of God. 


I. The Reality of Sin 


Let us look at this man Achan 
—three things about him. First, 
reality of his sin. Second, the ruin 
of his sin. Third, reckoning of his 
sin. 

The reality of his sin was delib- 
erate. In the 21st verse of Joshua 
7 we read, “When I saw among 
the spoils a goodly Babylonish 
garment, and two hundred shekels 
of silver, and a wedge of gold of 
fifty shekels weight, then I covet- 
ed them, and took them; and, be- 
hold, they are hid in the earth in 
the midst of my tent, and the sil- 
ver under it.” I saw, I coveted, I 
took. That man told the truth. 
He used the correct pronoun in 
each case. He said,“I, I, I—saw, 
coveted, took.” Do you know who 
is responsible for your sin? You

are! No one else but you are 
responsible for the sin of your 
life. Oh, you say, “Preacher, you 
don’t know my companions. You 
don’t know my associations. You 
don’t know the environment in 
which I live. You don’t know what 
I have to put up against.” Yes, I 
do know, and I also know that 
in that place God can give you 
grace, and God can give you pow- 
er, and God can enable you by His 
Holy Spirit to say no. 

Do you know that it isn’t al- 
ways the cowardly thing to do to 
run? Sometimes it is the noble 
thing to do. I think about Joseph 
down there in Egypt playing with 
Potiphar’s wife who wanted to se- 
duce him. She got him off into a 
corner, and she wanted to tempt 
him. When Joseph saw what was 
coming, he made to run, and as 
he ran she grabbed on to his coat, 


and he lost his coat, but he saved |. 


his character. Itmay cost you 
something to do right and live 
right and go right, but it will cost 
you more if you don’t. If you are in 
the wrong crowd, get out of that 
crowd. If you are going to the 
wrong places, begin going to the 
right places. If you find you are 
in the wrong’ environment, get 
into a new environment, “I, I, I,” 
he says three times. His sin was 
deliberate, and he himself was 
responsible for it. You may blame 
your parents, you may blame your 
friends, you may blame your com- 
munity, you may blame anybody 
else in the world. for your sin, 
but in the day when you stand 
before God, all the apologies and 
the excuses you have ever made 
will not avail. In that day you 
will confess that you yourself are 
responsible for the sins of your 
own heart and of your own life. 
“There hath no temptation tak- 
en you but such as is common 
to man: but God is faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make a 
way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it.’”’ I Corinthians 
10:13. Do you believe that? Lis- 
ten to me, young fellow in your 
teens and in your twenties—when 
temptations come, always get 
down on your knees and say, ‘‘God 
show me where the fire escape 
is, and show me the way out.” 
God always has an out for His 
people in the hour of temptation, 
and He will see you through if 
you keep your eyes on Jesus. 
Achan’s sin was secretive. ‘“Be- 
hold, it is hid in the earth in the 
midst of the tent.” His sin was 
secretive. Not all sin is secretive. 
Some is and some of it is not. 
Maybe you have some secret sins, 
have you? Would you dare to 
have a blackboard on this plat- 
form and have _ recorded the 
thoughts of your mind, the deeds 
of your life, the experiences of 
the days gone by? How about it? 
Are there some sins about which 
you know that you have never 
brought to the light at the foot of 
the cross, and let Jesus cleanse 
away from your heart? Are there? 
They may be secret today, but 
one day they will be manifest. 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out” (Numbers 32:23). That 
which you have done in secret 
will one day be made manifest in 
the light. Oh, secret sins—the 
curse of secret sins. Secret sins 
in the office, the shop, the home, 
personal life, in the mind, in the 
flesh. You know the kind of sins 
I am talking about when I talk 
about secret sins. Secret sins will 
rob you, rob others, and rob God 


of the blessing that He would be- 


“ 


stow in our midst. 

Not all sins are secret. Some 
are open. We see them. A man 
drinks, and he cannot hide it. He 
curses and you hear it. He indulges 
in outward things, and you know 
all about. it. Somebody says, “My 
sins are respectable.’ There isn’t 
such a thing as a respectable sin. 
Every sin is devilish, hellish, black, 
cancerous, tubercular, poisonous, 
ugly, killing. Sin is bad. There is 
no such thing as a white lie. There 
is no such thing as a half truth. 
We ought somehow to be sensi- 
tized by the Holy Spirit and the 
Word of God to see sin as God 
sees it. It is awful. 

This man’s sin was deliberate. 
He was to blame, It was secretive, 
and he tried to cover it up, but 
God saw it, and others saw it 
that he didn’t think would. All 
those who came to see it, saw it 
all—the shame of it, and his sin 
was against God. All sin is against 
God. If you steal and you pay 
back that thousand dollars—you 
are not rid of your sin yet. Did 
you know that? If you cheat in 
an examination in school and go 
to your teacher and say, “I'm 
sorry, I cheated in an examina- 
tion’”’—you are not rid of your sin 
yet. If you beat up your wife 
and afterwards you make up—you 
are not rid of your sin yet. Sin 
is not only horizontal, but it is 
perpendicular. You not only sin 
against people, but you sin against 
God. As you make’ up with people, 
you confess, apologize and make 
restitution. As you get right with 
God, through faith in Jesus you 
say, “I have sinned against heaven 
and before thee and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son. I 
want to get right.” 


II. The Ruin of Sin 


Now about the ruin of his sin 
Do you know what happened to 
Achan’s family, his wife nd his 
precious children? I feel so sorry 
for that woman and those kids. 
How many of you women would 
like to have been that woman 
when her husband cdme out be- 
fore all the people, and Joshua 
said, ‘“Where’s your 
He’s been in sin.” Men, I would 
get right with God and get rid of 
sin, so I would not bring shame 
to my family. If you love your 
wife, be a Christian. If you love 
your kids, give your heart to God. 
If you want to keep them from 
shame and fill their hearts with 
joy, turn your eyes upon Jesus. 
That wasn’t all. When judgment 
was pronounced on Achan, his wife 
had to bear it, his children with 
him. When they pummeled his 
flesh with stones and his body was 
torn and bleeding, so was his 
wife’s, his children’s, his cattle, 
and everything he had was put to 
death with him. They were all 
burned and a monument of stones 
was built in that place to indicate 
that’ when a man sins, he pays 
and all those associated with him 
pay too. 

I preached one night and at the 
close of the meeting a man came 
up to me and said, “Say, I don’t 
agree with you.” Well, I expect 
that is true. Once in a while some- 
body doesn’t agree. Brother, it 
isn’t with me that you have a 
quarrel, it is with God. He said, 
“I don’t agree with you. I can 
take a drink once in a while and 
stop. I know when to stop.” Pre- 
sently he walked away and some- 
one stood nearby and said, “Lis- 
ten, preacher, he has two boys 
that are drunken bums, and he 
taught them how to drink.” He 
taught them! Maybe he could 
drink and stop, but he set an 
example, he paved the way, and 
his boys plodded on to a drunk- 
ard’s eternity. 

The ruin of a man’s sin—his 
own family. Then I think of the 
ruin of God’s people. Thirty-six of 
them died because of one man— 
Achan—the army was _§ routed, 
God’s name was dragged in the 
mud. That is what bothers me 
in these days. It is common all 
over America. People say, “Well, 
the church is a wonderful in- 
stitution..but it has Jost its power. 
It doesn’t mean much in American 
life today.” The ‘tragedy is all 
too often that is true. The most 
powerful voice in America ought 
to be the church. The greatest in- 
fluence in America ought to be 
God’s people. We are the light of 
the world. We are the salt of the 
earth, but when sin comes in the 


power goes out. When sin comes 
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in, the light goes out. When sin 
comes in, the blessing is gone. Do 
you believe that? Have you ex- 
perienced that? 

Did you know a time in your 
life when you were so full of joy, 
neace, and gladness, but now you 
feel otherwise? You say, “Oh, 
preacher, I know. I used to be 
happy in the Lord.” Do you know 
why you are not happy? Because 
sin came into your life, that’s why. 
Sin ruins. Sin ruins! 

What will sin do to you or to 
me? Sin can ruin a man’s health. 
Oh, how quickly a man’s health 
can be ruined by sin, by drink, 
by carousing, by running around, 
by the filth that he allows to 
penetrate his mind, and the un- 
cleanness to which he gives the 
temple of the Holy Spirit. It ruins 
his health prematurely. There is 
a reason. why we have so many 
insane asylums in America; why 
they are enlarging and making 
more of them. There is a reason 
why we can’t get enough sani- 
toriums to hold all the people 
that ought to go. There is a reason 
why people are suffering nervous 
breakdowns in increasing numbers. 
There is a reason why America 
has the most jittery people on the 
earth. There is a reason why last 
year the people of America used 
3,000,000,000 pills of some sort or 
other to soothe their nerves and to 
give them sleep. Sin does that 
kind of a thing! 

Then I think of how sin ruins 
a man’s future. Oh, when I think 
of the American soldier boys—I 
can see them in my mind’s eye 
all over Germany. These kids from 
your homes and ours, just 18 or 
19 years of age have come into 
the service, the first time away 
from home for any distance or 
any length of time across on the 
everything is 
wide open. The people there do 
not have enough to eat, they do 
not have the clothes nor the 
wherewithall for the necessities of 
life. The American boy comes with 
those few dollars jingling in his 
pocket. I can see him as he walks 
down the streets of Frankfurt, 
Germany, and I see the Fraeuleins 
whistling at him, making googoo 
eyes toward him. I see them mak- 
ing advances toward that clean 
boy that has just come with the 
dew of his mother’s kiss still on 
his brow. I see how she entices 
him for a few choclate bars or a 
few pennies of his money—out into 
a night of sin. He thinks to him- 
self, “Nobody will know it. It 
wok’t make any difference. Every- 
body has to sow their wild oats! 
When I get back to civilization, 
I will be different.” Oh, my boy, 
let me put my arms around you. 
Your mother is praying and your 
father is trusting. Your folks are 
expecting so much, and in this 
one night, you are going to ruin, 
ruin, ruin your whole future. 

A fellow sat in a wheel chair 
in one of our city streets, and as 
a stranger came along, he said, 
“Are you good at mathematics?” 
The stranger answered, “What 
do you want to know?” “TI have 
an equation for you . . . fifteen 
minutes with a girl on a dark 
night on ‘the other side of the © 
border, and twenty-two years in 
a wheel chair. Does that equal?” 
“Oh, my God, NO,’ was the 
stranger’s reply. “Then remem- 


‘ber,” said the fellow in the wheel 


chair, “the wages of sin is death!” 
The fellow wheeled along in his 
chair with a testimony of his own 
life broken and his future ruined 
by sin. That is what it does. Sin 
takes away all the joy and peace 
and gladness. 

I’m glad I am saved. I am so 
glad I have Christ in my heart. 
It is so wonderful, isn’t it? Do 
you know who is having a good — 
time. It is this gang up here in 
the choir. Some folks are in the 
night clubs, the dark spots where 
the lights are dim and the music 
is weird and soft, and a crowd 
of people with the eyes bleary, 
faces puffed. They think they are 
having a good time, but tomor- 
row morning, they will have a 
headache and their tummy will 
feel like a boil, and all during the 
hours of the day tomorrow, they 
will be having their aches and 
their pains and their headaches, 
but this gang will be singing, 
“Lord, send a revival, Lord, send 
a revival.” It is a wonderful thing 
to get rid of your sin and get

right with God, and I am so glad 
for this gang. 

Do you know that on this plat- 
form there is a murderer? Do you 
know that? There is another fel- 
low here that has been saved from 
some awful crimes. This is what 
I mean: these people have not 
been saved out of sin, they have 
been saved from getting into sin. 
This crowd would have _ been 
guilty of all those sins, but God 
saved them from ever getting into 
them. Sin takes joy, peace and 
satisfaction out of the heart. Jesus 
can bring it back, when they get 
right with Him. 


III. Reckoning With Your Sin 

Here is my closing word. First, 
acknowledge your sin before it is 
too late.. Why don’t you own up 
to your sins, my friends? There 
are three kinds of sins: sins of 
omission, commission and disposi- 
tion. I don’t know which is the 
worst of them. Some people have 
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such a sour, mean, miserable dis- 
position, they need to get saved 
from the sin of their disposition. 
Do you know that? That’s right. 
Some women are awful hard to 
live with. Some men are awful 
hard to put up with. Sins of dis- 
position—if you have been mean, 
ugly, selfish, unkind, proud, and 
are trying to look at the hypo- 
crites, you need to get to God with 
that sin. 

Then there are sins of omis- 
sion. When you don’t read your 
Bible, that’s sin. When you don’t 
pray, that’s sin. When you don’t 
witness for Christ, that’s sin. 
When you don’t give God that 
which is His right of your money, 
that is sin. When ou don’t sup- 
port the work of the Lord, that 
is sin. Those are sins of omission. 
Those are awful sins. 

I remember one time I was 
asked to call on a man. I couldn't 
get there for a number of days. 
I had some excuses. Finally, one 
day when I was under conviction 
I turned to the lady who had 
asked me, and said to her, “How 
is that man getting along?” She 
answered, “Oh, pastor, I am sorry. 
He’s dead.” I know that I sinned 
in omitting to call on that man, 
and I had to get down on my 
knees and say, “God, a man went 
into eternity, and as far as I 


know, he went into eternity with- 
out Christ, and he did it because 
I did not take time to go talk to 
him.” It is a sin when you do 
not do the things that you know 
Gods wants you to do. 

Then there are sins of com- 
mission—lying, cheating, swearing, 
unclean things, the thing that God 
is pointing out to you and saying, 
“That is the trouble with you.” 
Why don’t you. acknowledge your 
sin? Why don’t you say, “Oh, 
Preacher, I have sinned, I have 
sinned!” But you must do more 
than that. “Let the wicked for- 
sake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts.” Forsake it, and 
turn your back on it and say, “I 
am through with you, I am go- 
ing God’s way.” 

I wish some of you people would 
break with the wicked company 
you are going with. Yes, I wish 
some of you would break with the 
wicked places you are going to. 
I wish some of you would break 
with the wicked lives you are liv- 
ing and say, “I am sick of sin! 
I am sick of the Devil. I am sick 
of the old way. From now, on I 
am through with it. I am going 
to go God’s way.” God will give 
you grace for it. He will enable 
you. 

You say, “Sin has a hold on me.” 
Acknowledge it. Confess it! For- 
sake it and come to Ohrist. He 
said, “Him that cometh unto me 
I will in no wise cast out... 
Come unto me all ye that labor 


and are heavy laden... I will 
give you rest ... Seek ‘Ye the 
Lord while he may be found; call 
upon him while he is near... 
Whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved.” 
In one moment of time you can 
be delivered from sin and be glor- 
iously saved by His grace and His 
power. That is what happened to 
me. 

The Sunday night I walked 
down the aisle of that church and 
gave the preacher my hand, I 
knelt in prayer together with the 
captain of our football team. Af- 
terward, when I went up to the 
fourth floor dormitory, I slept 
on the top bunk. After awhile 
my gang came in. They had heard 
about it. It doesn’t take long in 
a college town for folks to hear 
the news. They said. “So you got 
religion tonight, did you? How 
long is it going to last? We will 
give you six months.” 

Then one fellow got into the 
lower bunk and put his foot up 
and ave a kick and said, ‘Say, 
boy, we are going to have a good 
time tonight. We are going to 
paint the town red. Come on down 
to the “greasy spoon” and get a 
waffle. We are going to have a 
great time. Come along and z0 
with us.” 

That was the gang I had been 
with everyday, every spare hour, 
in between times, and into every 
kind of thing that a young fel- 
low would want to get into. But

The Kingdom of God 


(Continued from page 1) 


Churches as such or any of the 
Protestant communions in the 
Council or the great body of Prot- 
estant clergymen, As for the de- 
vout communicants of the thou- 
sands of little churches all over 
this broad land dedicated to the 
worship of God and the spiritual 
needs of their people, although 
they are paying the bills for these 
curious activities, I do not believe 
they realize what is being done 
by these leaders. 

As an example of how this is 
being done, let us look at one of 
the leading exhorters associated 
with the Federal Council—Dr. E. 
Stanley Jones. Dr, Jones calls up- 
on his hearers to follow Christ as 
the founder and leader of the So- 
Cialist movement—though he does 
not put it quite that badly. Dr. 
Jones- goes out periodically under 
the auspices of the Federal Coun- 
cil to preach the glory of Chris- 
tian socialism. In a sense, he is 
one of the authors of a wholly 
new pulpit jargon. The prize spec- 
imen of this is his use of the 
phrase “The Kingdom of God.” 

The “Kingdom of God,” accord- 


, ing to Dr. Jones, has all the char- 


acteristics of socialism, but he 
never uses that word if he can 
duck it. The “Kingdom of God” 
is not some distant settlement in 
the Elysian fields. It is a land 
here on earth organized accord- 


_ ing to the ideas of Karl Marx, but 


softened and illuminated by the 
Bible. It is the fusion of Christ 
and Marx. The “Kingdom,” he 
says, “is a new social order within 
the individual and in the collec- 
tive life.” The “Kingdom,” he tells 
us, “would be harnessed to the 
collective good.” There would be 
a “holding of the means of pro- 
duction by all in behalf of all.” 
But, obviously, when the means of 
production are held by all in be- 
half of all, that is socialism. 

In his books—“The Choice Be- 
fore Us” (1937) and “The Christ 
of the American Road (1944), he 
gets down to brass tacks, He an- 
swers those who fear that life on 


a “collective scale’ cannot be 
“born again.” That is absurd. ‘“Rus- 
sia,” he asserts, “has done it. She 
has had a new secular birth.” And 
he declares that in ten years Rus- 
sia will be the most powerful na- 
tion in the world. Why, he asks, 
“Because she has got hold of a 
higher principle, cooperation, and 
it is working out in higher results 
than We can work out of a lower 
principle, competition.” 

He admits that communism is 
anti-God. But he holds that, while 
it is anti-God it is nearer to God 
than are religions that worship 
God in spirit and word ‘‘but deny 
him in social progress.” 

He sums up communism’s in- 
dictment of America, America de- 
veloped political democracy, but 
it stopped there. It did not de- 
velop economic democracy, and 
this has negated our political de- 
mocracy. We have got to change. 
There are only two ways to do it. 
One is by communism and the 
other is by the “Kingdom.” And 
the “Kingdom” he assures us, “has 
everything that communism has, 
minus its dogmatic atheism, its 
class war, its compulsion and de- 
nial of liberty, and plus a great 
deal that communism has not.” In 
other words, we are to ‘have 
“everything that communism has” 
plus God, and, of course, a softer 
regime. 

In the books above mentioned, 
Dr. Jones set forth another theory 
which is quite interesting. He held 
that, after the war two great 
powers would be left—America 
and Russia, “America represents 
individualism at its best and Rus- 
sia represents collectivism at its 
best.” He felt that a great con- 
flict between these two systems 
would be a world calamity. They 
must get together and make “the 
world cooperative man.” He ex- 
plains that “We would give Rus- 
sia the first commandment: Thou 
shalt love the Lord.thy God. And 
they will give us the second: Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.” Our individualism and Rus- 
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sia’s collectivism will be synthe- 
sized to produce the perfect “co- 
operative man” in the “Kingdom 
of God.” To which he adds: “If 
you want the Christian Church to 
help produce that man, then we 
are at your disposal.” () 


Do the 142,000 Christian congre- 
gations know about this offer? 
And do they know that a huge, 
well-financed church apparatus us- 
ing their prestige and their funds 
is actually being used in promot- 
ing an economic Socialist revolu- 
tion in this country now? 


Dr. Jones pleads that he said 
these things before Russia at- 
tacked Finland. Most of the quo- 
tations above are from his book 
“The Christ of the American 
Road.” Russia attacked Finland 
in 1941. This book was published 
in 1944—three years later. He de- 
nies that he is officially connected 
with the Federal Council. I do 
not say that he has been an offi- 
cer. I do say he is one of their 
outstanding exhorters. He admits 
that he holds “evangelistic mis- 
sions under the Department of 
Evangelism of the Council” which 
arranges for his appearances. Of 
course they do not tell him what 
to say. They know what he will 
say, and he addresses more peo- 
ple directly with this curious gos- 
pel than does any other minister 
connected with the Council. 

Much the same can be said for 
men like Dr, John C. Bennett and 
Dr. J. Henry Carpenter. They are 
not officers in the Council but at 
critical moments they find them- 
selves in places of importance, 
For instance, when a resolution 
expressing the position of the 
World Council of Churches was 
being framed in Amsterdam, Dr. 
Bennett was one of the three 
Americans on the committee, and 
it was he who wrote the resolu- 
tion committing the. churches 
against communism and capital- 
ism—but not against socialism. 
Both can be found in the council 
room when resolutions, studies, 
proclamations, policies are being 
formed. Dr. Carpenter. wrote: 
“The marriage (between demo- 
cracy and capitalism) lasted well 
over 100 years. But the New Deal 
finally brought it to a finish. And 
the divorce brought capitalism and 
government face to face as anta- 
gonists. There is not the slightest 
chance of their ever arranging an 
amicable settlement.” (2) Dr. Ben- 
nett has said: “Christianity has 
no stake in the survival of capi- 
talism.” (3) 

The average Christian thinks of 
the Kingdom of God as something 
he carries around in his heart, a 
spiritual province of which he is 
a part and which governs his rela- 
tions with his Creator and his fel- 
low men. But these socialistic 
evangelists have taken hold of it 
and transformed it into a syno- 
nym for a political and economic 
movement. To the devout, this 
usage must seem sacrilege. 

In his latest book (4) Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam, once president of 
the Federal Council, tells the his- 
tory of this usage, It originated, 
he says, in a book called “Chris- 
tianity and the Social Crisis,” pub- 
lished by Dr. Walter Rauschen- 
busch in 1906. The purpose of this 
book was to sell socialism to 
American Christians. Dr. Rau- 
schenbusch wrote: 

“It would seem, therefore, that 
one of the greatest services that 
Christianity could render to hu- 
manity in the throes of the pres- 
ent transition would be to aid 


ing for the increase of commun- 


those social forces which are mak- 


ism. The church should help pub- 
lic opinion to understand clearly 
the difference between the moral 
qualities of the competitive and 
the communistic principle, and en- 
list religious enthusiasm on _ be- 
half of that which is essentially 
Christian.” (©) 


This is not just an excerpt lifted 
out of context. It is the great 
theme of Dr. Rauschenbush’s book, 
In fairness, however, I should say 
that, while he used the word com- 
munism, he was using it as a sy- 
nonym for socialism. Bishop Ox- 
nam says this book “changed the 
thinking of American Christians.” 
It was Rauschenbusch who first 
called this the “Kingdom of God.”’ 
According to Oxnam, Rauschen- 
busch insisted that “the only thing 
that can make socialism succeed 
is established religion.” And Dr. 
Oxnam adds that while Rauschen- 
busch was a socialist, he “did not 
summon men to socialism. He 
summoned them to the Kingdom of 
God.” It was this form of Chris- 
tian socialism that has come to 
be known as the Social Gospel. 

From the very beginning of the 
Federal Council, those aflame with 
zeal for this new Social Gospel 
have used their influence to intro- 
duce men holding this economic 
faith into positions of power. 
Among the very first presidents 
of the Council were several dedi- 
cated to this curious new “King- 
dom of God.” However, it was 
not until Bishop Francis J, Mc- 
Connell, an avowed socialist, be- 
came president that men. who em- 
braced this new economic and po- 
litical evangelism began to crowd 
into the various positions of influ- 
ence on the staff of the Council. 
The story is a long one. But in 
due time (1944), Dr. G. Bromley 
Oxnam himself became president 
of the Council. He remains a mem- 
ber of the executive committee 
and was last year elected as 
American President of the World 
Council of Churches. He appears 
as a membér of a dozen Red-front 
organizations. I have made it plain 
that I have not charged him with 
being a Communist, but that -he 
is a socialist of the British Fabian 
variety, and his activity in these 
organizations is an evidence of his 
interest in socialism, not Russian 
communism. 


Dr. Oxnam denies to me that 
he is a socialist. But this is a point 
which must be determined by the 
collection of principles and objec- 
tives he preaches. I have read Dr. 
Oxnam’s books, He takes occasion 
at times to make some critical ob- 
servations about Russia. But these 
are far outweighed by his favor- 
able comments. He tells how he 
saw young women coming up out 
of the Moscow subway in their 
overalls and covered with mud. 
“But there was a light in their 
eyes,” he exclaims. Wherever he 
saw them—at the theatre or the 
opera—they thrilled him, “They 
were builders,” he says, “sharing 
the culture of a new society, un- 
afraid of hard labor, uninterested 
in soft leisure.” He was thrilled 
as he saw them marching—tens of 
thousands—through Red Square. 
And he asks: “What drives them 


to such service?” One would sup- |: 


pose the answer to be obvious. 
But the Doctor’s explanation is 
different: “It is the call of the 
classless society and the summons 
of the New Order.” It does not 
occur to him apparently that they 
march in obedience to an order 
from the Kremlin. 


In February of 1949, Dr. Ox- 
nam was honored by an award 
from an Episcopal magazine call- 
ed the Churchman. It was given 
for his “promotion of good will 
and better understanding among 
all peoples.” The award was pre- 
sented at a gala dinner at the 
Hotel Astor in New York City to 


— 


which a large number of well 
known persons were invited—and 
accepted, The Churchman is edit- 
ed by Dr. Guy Emery Shipler, 
whose Communist affiliations are 
open and notorious. 


Whenever these clergymen are 
challenged on their peculiar af- 
finity for the godless and brutal 
system of Russia, they are always 
able to point to some criticisms 
they have made of the Soviet gov- 
ernment. The explanation of their 
state of mind, however, is simple. 
They condemn Russia for omit- 
ting God from her civilization. 
They do not approve of her dicta- 
torship. But they see in Russia a 
great experiment in collectivism. 
They wish that to succeed, but 
they would like it better if God 
were included. 


In 1933, Dr, Oxnam edited a 
volume called ‘Preaching and the 
Social Crisis.” (6) It contains elev- 
en papers. Dr. Oxnam says they 
present varying points of view. 
They present views on various 
aspects of the preacher’s work. 
But on the subject of the social 
crisis there are presented only five 
papers and ail represent the so- 
cialist point of view. The opening 
words of the book, written by 
Kirby. Page, read: 

“Tt is supremely tragic that at 
this late day evidence must still 
be produced that socialism is 
much closer akin to the Christian 
gospel than capitalism.” 


We are told the Christian 
Church must disentangle itself 
from the meshes of capitalism and 
that this is as important as it was 
for the earlier church to break 
away from slavery and the divine 
right of kings. Future generations, 
it declares, will look with amaze- 
ment on the manner in which re- 
ligious people accepted capitalism 
in this day, The second section of 
the book is by Jerome Davis—a 
man whose persistent defense of 
the socialist content of Soviet 
Russia is all too well known. The 
third is by Harry F. Ward, a no- 
torious joiner of Communist-front 
organizations, and a lifetime evan- 
gelist of the socialist philosophy. 
The fourth is by Dr. Oxnam him- 
self, who informs us that the need 
for revolution has passed beyond 
the discussion stage. The issue, he 
declares, is not will change come, 
but will change occur peacefully. 
The fifth is by Bishop Francis J. 
McConnell, a lifetime socialist 
who has the complete honesty: to 
concede it. 


There is not one word in sup- 
port of the American system of 
private enterprise in the entire 
volume, 

In 1944, Bishop Oxnam wrote 
another book called “Preaching in 
a Revolutionary Age.” ‘7 -He in- 
sists We are in a revolution. And 
he makes it plain he is in favor 
of the revolution, “For good or ill 
the day of march is upon us,” he 
says. And it is obvious that he is 
for the march. What can we do 
about it? He replies that the 
choice is between revolution by 
force and revolution by consent. 
“Preaching,” he says, “can have 
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a prominent part in winning that 
consent.” He believes it .is the 
duty of the preacher to win the 
consent of the people to the revo- 
lution. “The cooperative spirit 
must supplant the competitive 
struggle,” is his way of describing 
the nature of this revolution. He 
takes the British Fabian position 
that whether the State takes over 
any particular industry or not is 
purely a matter of deciding wheth- 
er that will get better results. But 
the whole system must be sub- 
jected to planning on a national 
scale. This is the hard core of 
British Fabian socialism. 


Then, in 1945, Dr. Oxnam wrote 
a book called ‘Labor and Tomor- 
row’s World.” He -warned the 
church that this revolution would 
have a profound effect upon Chris- 
tianity, and that» the church dare 
not stand idly by while the revo- 
lution marches on. He makes it 
plain that the church had better 
climb on the bandwagon .and so 
exercise some influence on. the 
course the revolution will take. 
I want to emphasize the fact that 
I do not. attack Dr, Oxnam’s sin- 


- cerity. I merely insist that all of 


the. 27 million people in the Fed- 
eral Council have a right to under+ 
stand the true nature of all this 
—that here is one of its most 
powerful leaders who works for.a 
revolution, and a revolution in the 
direction of British Fabian social- 
ism.:My criticism is of the failure 
of these gentlemen to call this by 
its right name and to conceal’ the 
gravity of their aims under such 


alluring words as “industrial de- 
mocracy,” “national planning” 
and, most dubious of all, the 
“Kingdom of God.” 

But there is more to this, Cle- 
ment Attlee, British Prime Minis- 
ter, claimed that “The first place 
in the influences that built up the 
Socialist movement (in England) 
must be given to religion.’ Now 
We have Bishop Oxnam writing 
an article for the Call—the offi- 
cial organ of the Socialist Party 
in the United States—in which he 
repeats this boast on his own au- 
thority, save that he says it was 
his church—the Methodist—which 
made the victory of the Labor 
Party in England possible (in an- 
other place he points out that the 
Labor Party is the instrument 
through which British socialism 
expresses itself). This article is 
reprinted in a folder and may now 
be obtained from the Socialist 
Party here in America. 

In 1947, Bishop Oxnam wrote 
to .missionary workers in his dio- 
cese, sending them a book by Dr. 
Jerome Davis called. ‘Behind 
Soviet Power.” There is perhaps 
no one in America who has been 
connected with more Communist- 
front organizations than has Dr. 
Davis. This book recounts Dr. 
Davis’ travels in Russia and is an 
almost unrestrained rhapsody up- 
on its achievements, He says the 
“Russian constitution is the most 
advanced and democratic in the 
world... the Party reflecting the 
general trend, is much more de- 
mocratic than it was even a few 


People often ask us how we 
account for the unparalleled 
growth and the influence which 
Bob Jones University has been 
able to wield during’ the 
twenty-three years of its his- 
tory, Remember, twenty-three 
years in the history of an edu- 
cational institution is a very 
short time.

Third: Bob Jones University 
has at all times and under all 
circumstances’ sincerely’ en- 
deavored not only to give the 
Lord Jesus Christ the first 
place but has always announc- 
ed to the public over the radio 
and everywhere else that the 
Lord Jesus. Christ has first 
place in the _ institution. Re- 
cently, an executive of a sup- 
posedly Christian school said: 
“The difference between Bob 
Jones University and our school 


emphasizes religion, and we 
emphasize scholarship.”

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years ago.” Chapter Seven is a 
glowing account of Russian plan- 
ning as a system, Part Two be- 
gins with a contrast between the 
workers under capitalism and un- 
der socialism: So far as capitalism 
is concerned, it is a gloomy tract. 
There is a chapter which describes 
the tolerance of all races in Rus- 
sia and another extolling Stalin’s 
great work in bringing culture to 
the people. Stalin had to deal with 
the reactionary Russian church, 
but Protestantism has fared well. 
A new era has begun, and many 
churchmen are optimistic. The 
book is a complete defense of 
Russia. It ends with a summary 
of 16 charges against Russia and 
a repudiation of them all. And at 
the very end is a supplement con- 
taining the message of Ilya Ehren- 
berg to the American people. 

Bishop Oxnam distributed this 
book to his fellow workers in the 
division of Foreign Missions, He 
said this book should be read with 
other authoritative volumes, par- 
ticularly Vera Micheles Dean’s 
discussion in 1946 called “Russia 
—Menace or Promise?’”’—a tract 
which is an incredible apology for 
socialist Russia. Of course, Bishop 
Oxnam has never defended the 
atheism of Russia or its dictator- 
ship. But he has never attacked 
its economic and social structure 
in other respects. And this is the 
literature he sends his colleagues 
with the admonition that they 
have a moral obligation to become 
acquainted with the facts. 

Finally, in his latest book, which 
appeared in 1950 (‘Personalities 
‘in Social Reform’’) there are six 
biographies of five men and one 
woman who are clearly indicated 
as his social heroes. One is Dr. 
Rauschenbush, the socialist found- 
er of the Social Gospel and crea- 
tor of his strangely misnamed 
“Kingdom of God.” Another is 
‘Gandhi. Two more are Sidney and 
Beatrice Webb, founders of Bri- 
tish Fabian Socialism, The doctor 
made pilgrimages to these—his 
personal philosophic saints—and 
the book glows with his rhapsodic 
admiration of them. The other two 
are David Lilienthal and Albert 
Schweitzer. 

I have dwelt on the views of 
Bishop Oxnam because he is be- 
yond all doubt the most powerful 
single individual in the Federal 
Cauncil. But he is not alone, Out 
of the 15 presidents of the Coun- 
cil since its formation, nine have 
been ‘followers of the Social Gos- 
pel. Some have been milder in this 
advocacy than others, but many 
have been forthright champions 
of this curious religio-revolution- 
ary doctrine. What is more, since 
since Bishop McConnell was presi- 
dent, the executive staff of the 
Council has, under the leadership 
of sO many such men, become 
heavily infiltrated with these so- 
cialist Social Gospelers. And the 
effect of all this shows up glar- 
ingly in the results. 


The American system of private 
enterprise is built upon the prin- 
ciple of private ownership of the 
means of production and distribu- 
tion, a system in which enterprise 
is conducted for profit and under 
a system of competition, Without 
competition, there is monopoly, 
which is unthinkable, and with- 
out profit no man would dream 
of embarking in any business. Do 
away with competition and pro- 
fit and the system comes to an 
end. Now the radical leaders in the 
Federal Council have managed to 
put the Council on record offici- 
ally as opposed to competition and 
profit. 


In 1932, the Council issued what 


is popularly called its Social 


Creed. This creed reads like the 
platform of the Socialist Party. 
It demands “subordination of the 
profit-motive to the creative and 
cooperative spirit.” It is for “So- 
cial planning and control of the 
credit and monetary systems and 
the economic processes for the 
common good.” It is for socialized 
medicine, which it calls “social in- 
surance against sickness.” It is 
for a “cooperative world order.” (8) 
And if a congregation is interested 
in turning the church into a socio- 
political unit in the community, 
one need but write to the Council 
and it will receive a little pamph- 
let by its former industrial secre- 
tary, Dr. James Myers, which will 
instruct the church in how to or- 
ganize for this purpose, including 
suggestions as to when the church 
ought to go out on the picket line 
and how to picket. 

In January, 1945, the Council 
adopted a resolution warning that 
to supply our social needs “many 
changes will be needed” and these 
will be in “the direction of a lar- 
ger measure of social planning and 
control than characterized our 
pre-war system.” What they mean 
by social control is made perfect- 
ly clear in the statement adopted 
in 1932 at the time the creed was 
promulgated: 


“Industrial democracy is a goal 
comparable to that of political de- 
mocracy ... In one stage of de- 
velopment cooperation through 
collective agreements between the 
representatives of management 
and of workers, counseled by tech- 
nical experts, may be the most 
advantageous. Even in this most 
elementary form of industrial re- 
lations the right of workers to or- 
ganize and to be represented by 
counsel or agents of their own 
free choice must be recognized as 
fundamental. In another stage 


agement may be possible and de- 
sirable: in another workers might 
provide their own capital and as- 
sume full responsibility; in still 
another the government might as- 
sume and exercise the powers of 
ownership, control and manage- 
ment for the common good.” (9) 


An editor of the Muskegon 
Chronicle, a delegate to the con- 
ference, wrote later: “To the pro- 
fessional leadership of organized 
religion in America, taken by and 
large, with notable exceptions, 
has been sold the Socialist fallacy 
with magnificent thoroughness. 
There is a sort of holy enthusiasm 
for the cause.” 


The publications of the Council 
reveal this phenomenon. with 
great clarity. In an earlier edition, 
I used the following quotation: 
“The principle of competition 
appears to be nothing more than 
a partly conventionalized embodi- 
ment of primeval selfishness.” 


Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert, 
general secretary of the Council, 
says correctly that this sentence 
is not in the creed but in a study 
of ‘The Church and Industrial Re- 
construction.” He omitted to say, 
however, that the study was made 
by the Council. He asserted that 
it was not used as a conclusion, 
but merely to present one side of 
the case and that the other side 
was also clearly outlined. He 
failed to state that in summing 
up, the Report adopted the so- 
cialist side, that it was written by 
Dr. Cavert himself and that it 
then went even further than the 
sentiment used in my quotation. 
As a matter of fact, the same 
statement can be found repeated 
a dozen times in Council reports. 


In another Council Report made 
in 1933 by the heads of 31 na- 
tional communions appears the 
following: “Private profit as the 
cornerstone of the economic order 
appeals to men to be selfish when 
the Christian gospel compels them 
to be unselfish and seek the com- 
mon good.” This may be true, but 
eliminate private profit and you 
eliminate the capitalist system. In 
the preceding year (1932) the 
Council published a report again 
challenging the profit motive. It 
asks: “What should be private 
enterprise?” It answers: “Could 
we not agree that natural re- 
sources and basic industries be- 
long in a different category from 
enterprises in which a limited por- 
tion of the population has any 
concern?” They conclude that we 
must have (1) a new motive be- 
sides money-making, (2) compe- 
tition supplanted by cooperation, 
(3) natural resources and basic 
industries under national owner- 


participation of workers in man- 


by its right name—British Fabian 
socialism? 

In 1948, the Council leaders 
went to Amsterdam to organize 
the World Council of Churches. 
There they condemned capitalism 
and communism—but there was 
not one word of criticism of so- 
cialism. And for communism they 
even found a few kind words. 
They later added the term “laissez 
faire” capitalism—which is mean- 
ingless, because there is no such 
thing. The Americans on the com- 
mittee to frame this declaration 
were Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr, Dr. 
John C, Bennett, and Mr. Charles 
Taft. I am informed Dr. Bennett 
drew the resolution. Dr. Bennett 
and Dr. Niebuhr are notorious 
socialist-minded agitators. At the 
end, Bishop Oxnam was elected 
American president of the World 
Council. What were these men 
with these opinions doing in Eur- 
Ope writing resolutions for 27 
million American Protestants? 
There is no room here for the 
whole story. But the influence of 
these men shows up in all sorts 
of literature, even publications 
that reach the Sunday School 
mind. For instance, in Lessons for 
Intermediates, used in Methodist 
Sunday Schools (April, May, June, 
1948 issue), is a drive for what 
is called “social health insurance” 
which is really socialized medi- 
cine. And in Classmate for July, 
1947, is an article by Jerome Da- 
vis—the story of that wonderful 
model for youth, Jgseph Stalin. 
“No doubt he has hi§ faul says 
Davis, “but can We go out to 
serve God and the common people 
of America as sincerely and cour- 
ageously as Stalin did for what 
he believed was best for his peo- 
ple?” 

Fortunately, the existence of 
this bold seizure of the instrumen- 
talities of our Christian churches 
has been noted by men within the 
churches. Large numbers of 
clergymen have discovered that 
the pulpit, the Sunday School, the 
church publications, and the secu- 
lar apparatus of the churches have 
been slyly confiscated by the So- 
cialist Planning preachers and 
used not so much to save men’s 
souls as to destroy the political 
and economic institutions of 
America. Many ministers are now 
vigorously opposing this move- 
ment. Some years ago a small 
group of clergymen denounced 
these methods and formed the 
American Council of Christian 
Churches, an organization which 
is opposed to the Planners’ church 
raid. It now has in its framework 
denominations representing 3,000 
separate congregations in organ- 
ized church groups and an addi- 
tional 3,000 in unaffiliated church 
units, with a combined member- 
ship of 1,500,000 in every state in 
the Union. It is growing rapidly. 
Its president is Dr. W. O. H. Gar- 
man of Wilkinsburg, Pa. 


. These same groups have set up 
on a world scale the International 
Council of Christian Churches, 
representing, according to _ its 
claims, 29 Protestant denomina- 
tions. Rev. Carl McIntire of Col- 
lingswood, N, J., was named presi- 
dent. There is also the great 
movement led by Dr. James W. 
Fifield, Jr.. of Los Angeles, and 
a large group of eminent Protes- 
tant clergymen and laymen, in 
which are marshaled 17,000 Prot- 
estant ministers to uphold our 
American system. This much, 
therefore, must be said—that the 
battle within the churches is not 
going by default.

PROFESSOR MAGPIE’S COMMENCEMENT ADDRESS 


“In the spring a young bird’s fancy 
Always turns to thoughts romancy.” 

This explains why Professor Magpie was invited to give 
the commencement address last year to the Wington Hign 
students on “Nest Building.” His subject was one in which 
all birds were interested, especially those that were dating 


steady. 


No one could question that Pro- 
fessor Magpie was an authority 
on birderian architecture. With 
his own hands—and those of his 
wife—he had built what was con- 
sidered one of the most wonderful 
houses in Wington. Made of mud 
and sticks and grass woven to- 
gether, it was almost as large as 
a barrel when finished. On the 
outside was a neat little front 
door, and inside a soft round nest 
lined with’ tender grass and roots. 
The Magpie’s house, which some 
birds called a fortress and others 
a castie, was. built in the center 
of a thorn tree to make it safe 
from robbers.

“So that’s how it’s done,” said 
Tilly Tern, and off she flew sing- 
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ing as she went... 


“Quit, quit, quit, 

That’s all there’s to it! 

Mud you take and make a cake, 
Nothing to it, nothing to it!” 


Tilly Tern found herself a nice 
soft place in the mud beside a 
marsh. She smoothed out a little 
hole, called it a nest, and depos- 
ited in it three pretty little eggs. 
One night shortly afterward, there 
came a storm. The water in the 
marsh rose higher and higher un- 
til finally Tilly Tern’s nest was 
washed away and her eggs lost.

When he was awakened by the ap- 
plause at the close of Professor 
Magpie’s address, he said: 


“Phoo, phoo!—Phoo, phoo! 
I knew, I knew! 

I’ll build my nest 

As I always do!” 


But there was one little bird 
that listened attentively to every 
word Professor Magpie had to say 
—Cliff Swallow. Cliff was not the 
most brilliant bird in Wington 
High, but no bird tried harder 
than he. His motto was: 


“It will always pay 
In work and play, 
To do your best 
Day by day.” 


“T cannot build as big a nest 
as Professor Magpie,” he said to 
himself as he went home after 
graduation, “but I believe I can 
build one as strong as his.” 

And so he did. Under a rocky 
ledge where no snake or wild 
animal could come, he began 
building. He used little mud balls 
and sticks and bits of grass until 
he had something which looked 
a little like a jug, with a large 
hole in the top. Inside he built 
the softest kind of nest, lining 
it with tender grass and feathers.
